How to hold on to a 


HAPPY 
MARRIAGE 


By Alan Fromme, Ph. D. 


ee can get married, but not everybody can find 
happiness in marriage. 

For a marriage is only as well adjusted as the two per- 
sonalities involved. The way we act in marriage has a great 
deal to do with the way marriage reacts on us. 

The best way, then, to understand your marriage is by 
understanding yourself. Marriage does not set up problems 
apart from the rest of your life. The rest of your life sets up 
problems which appear in marriage as they do elsewhere. 

Once people marry, it is almost inevitable that they will 
occasionally shock each other by revealing parts of their 
personality which were hidden before marriage. This is why 
it’s often said that people cannot really know each other 
until they begin to live together. This is largely true. But it 
is also somewhat misleading. It emphasizes how much two 
people will find out about each other instead of how much 
married life can help them understand themselves. 

Understanding each other depends pretty much on how 
well we understand ourselves. You can’t appreciate your 
wife’s point of view, for example, unless you recognize 
your own unwillingness to understand or even listen to her 
side of the story. This blindness we have about ourselves can 
make it extremely difficult for us to settle the everyday 
problems of married life. We may even fall out of love be- 
cause of it. 


There are four general lines of thought which can be enor- 
mously helpful in approaching the everyday problems of 
married life. 

First of all, if you are realistic enough about human na- 
ture and marriage, many of these problems will not take you 
by surprise. No matter how similar the backgrounds of hus- 
band and wife may be, or how well adjusted and in love they 
are when they marry, there are bound to be a lot of differ- 
ences in their personal habits. In other words, you can avoid 
a great deal of disillusionment by learning to expect the 
things which will probably happen rather than merely those 
you earnestly want to happen. 


From Marriage—A Job for Two, to be published 
in the spring of 1951 by Prentice-Hall, Ine. 
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Do arguments mean a bad marriage? 

Should you give up old friends and habits? 
Does criticism ever help? 

Can you take the sting out of family quarrels? 
How can you share each other’s interests? 


What’s more vital than avoiding friction? 


Secondly, you should recognize that a marriage is rarely 
doomed by its rough spots, but rather by the inadequate steps 
you take to smooth them out. 

Thirdly, you must realize how much your own flexibility 
and emotional maturity have to do with your success or 
failure in solving these problems. 

Finally, you must get some idea, not only of what to ex- 
pect from marriage, but also of what marriage expects from you. 

Assuming that neither of you is unusually cantanker- 
ous, there are still three big reasons why differences in per- 
sonal habits are hard to work out. 


First of all, even though we may realize that such differ- 
ences will arise, we rarely know exactly when to expect them. 
As a result, we are frequently taken unawares anyway. A 
man, for example, may be innocently walking across his 
bedroom floor when he suddenly steps barefoot on his wife’s 
carelessly discarded slipper. Nine times out of 10, he will 
automatically turn on his wife and complain about her lack 
of neatness. And 9 times out of 10, she, in turn, will say it 
wouldn’t have happened but for his slovenly habit of walk- 
ing around barefoot. It would be easy enough for husband 
and wife to examine their relative neatness or other personal 
habits calmly and rationally at other times. When they are 
taken unawares, however, it’s not so easy. 

Secondly, many of us are more rigid in our personal habits 
than we realize. We’ve done things in a certain way for 
years, and we can’t change ourselves, or others, very easily. 
A man, for example, may feel that he can’t go to sleep in a 
heated room; his wife may feel that it is equally impossible 
for her if the room is unheated. The way in which a man 
drives his automobile may be different from his wife’s idea 
of how it should be done. The way in which a woman dis- 
members a newspaper may be contrary to the habits of her 
husband. The way they squeeze a tube of tooth paste, their 
choice of movies or radio programs, their reactions to vari- 
ous foods, colors, furniture—any and all of these things can 
bring on disagreement and reveal the tenacity of habits. 

Thirdly, disagreement tends to perpetuate itself because 
it makes people angry. The need for retaliation makes other 
insignificant differences seem more [ Turn to page 16

How to hold on to a happy marriage 


important than they really are. 
Suppose your wife scolds you for 
playing golf so late that you can’t 
take her downtown. What hap- 
pens? Even though it may be child- 
ish, you pick on many small things 
she does later in the same day. You 
find fault with her hat, her cook- 
ing, in fact, almost anything you 
light upon. You fail to see how your 
retaliating merely prolongs your 
disagreement. It never corrects it. 
Motivated by the desire to show 
your wife that she, too, has her 
faults, you ignite still more disa- 
greements. When this happens 
both of you lose sight of the rela- 
tively minor event which started 
the bickering and become engaged 
in a personal struggle for domina- 
tion. Such a course 1s self-defeating 
for two obvious reasons. 


Fis, you can’t correct or change 
anything when you get sidetracked 
and lose sight of it. Secondly, the 
disturbance you create in your re- 
lationship tends to discourage fu- 
ture attempts at working things 
out. 

It is important to understand 
how we ourselves perpetuate fam- 
ily disagreements. Something oc- 
curs for the first time on/y once. After 
two or three times, we should be 
able to foresee how we will react to 
certain situations. Once we can 
foresee our own behavior, we are 
at least in a better position to do 
something about it. And when we 
see how rigid our own habits are, 
we can appreciate that others have 
the same problem. If it’s hard for 
us to do something differently from 
the way we have been doing it, we 
should assume that others have the 
same difficulty. Human nature 
doesw’t change overnight. Finally, 
and most difficult of all to recog- 
nize and control, is the extent to 
which we all tend to magnify small 
matters. We overlook the fact that 
we don’t make nearly so much of a 
fuss about many more important mat- 
ters. This inconsistency should 
make it clear to us that it is not a 
specific small occurrence which is 
responsible for most emotional 
fiare-ups, but rather something 
irksome in us which we have not 
been willing or able to face. This 
is why it is so essential that we be 
courageous and thoroughly honest 
with ourselves as well as with our 
mates.

Arguments do not necessarily in- 
dicate a bad marriage. Many 
people feel that disagreement and 
argument are the worst things that 
can happen in marriage. As a 
result, they never honestly face 
their differences of opinion. They 
may be able to maintain the illusion 
of peace and harmony in their mar- 
riage. But this illusion won't pro- 
vide real personal peace or har- 
mony. If differences of opinion are 
inevitable, we ought to accept 
some amount of argument as in- 
evitable also. As a matter of fact, 
ventilating your problems can bea . 
perfectly wholesome thing to do, 
provided you get somewhere with 
them. Having more than two or 
three arguments about the same 
matter should indicate to any rea- 
sonably intelligent person that he 
is making no progress. Some other 
approach is necessary, and other 
possible solutions ought to be con- 
sidered. The only argument which is 
really distressing 1s the one which leaves 
the problem unsolved. 


|; nme arguments is not neces- 
sarily immature. Yet many mar- 
ried people postpone the task of 
resolving their differences. Instead 
of trying to fix what they have, 
they allow things to get so out-of- 
hand that they feel hopeless. Typi- 
cal of this was the man who re- 
ported that in seven years of mar- 
riage, he and his wife had never 
had a single serious argument. The 
reason, he said, was not that they 
had gotten along so well, but rath- 
er that both he and his wife simply 
abhorred an argument. They felt 
that it was beneath their dignity 
“to attack each other like school 
children.” If something went 
wrong, they would habitually swal- 
low hard and keep it to themselves. 
Now, after allowing their annoy- 
ance to fester within them for 
seven years, they had not only just 
about killed off the romance in 
their marriage, but had begun to 
feel that it was perhaps too late to 
do anything about it. 

No matter how distressing they 
may be, arguments are worthwhile 
if they pave the way for understanding 
and agreement. It cannot be empha- 
sized strongly enough how futile it 
is to try to shut our eyes to differ- 
ences of opinion at home. We feel 
their effects anyway. So long as we 
shy away from them, we merely

M, son is NOT going to college. This, of 
course, is heresy against present-day thinking. 
But I'll stick by it—even if my own father and I 
are both college graduates. 

Pete, my boy, is going to be a craftsman after 
he finishes high school, and I think he'll be a 
good one. Nowadays the world needs a lot of in- 
telligent men in crafts and manual trades. It can 
get along without so many misfits with college 
degrees. 

Let’s get one thing straight. This isn’t a case of 
sour grapes. I have a good job. My daughter is a 
college freshman. I can afford to send Pete 
through, too. I just think he’ll be happier and 
more of an asset to society as a good bulldozer 
operator or draftsman than as a second-rate 
professional man. Pete thinks so too. 

Pete’s mother didn’t particularly like the idea 
at first. I wasn’t sure about it myself. So I did 
some investigating—saw a couple of plant 
personnel managers and talked to the principal 
of our vocational high school. All of them were 


astonished that anyone doubted young people 
without college degrees could be successful. 

They told me about Ray, who had just 
started college when he was drafted. After flying 
airplanes during the war, he married his high- 
school sweetheart. When Ray heard that his new 
father-in-law, a man of some influence, was 
going to do all right for him, he hit the roof, 
grabbed his bride and a suitcase, and left town in 
a jeep. 

Somewhere along the way Ray met a chap 
who was looking for a young man to sell used 
cars in Florida.

My boy's not going to go to college 


living in campus dormitories and 
trailers. He and another lad have 
made a real killing. They now plan 
to change over their production 
lines to knocked-down furniture 
kits which anyone with a hammer, 
a tube of glue, and a paintbrush 
can assemble. 

These young men are on their 
way and moving fast. College 
probably would have held them 
back. Admittedly, every youngster 
isn’t geared to grab the breaks as 
they did, but consider Bob, who 
changed his mind about going to 
college. He actually re-enlisted in 
the army to get enough G.I. credits 
for four years of college, but when 
he got back from Europe in °46, 
he was too late to get into college 


that fall. 


Boo got a $10-a-day job as a 
carpenter’s helper, largely be- 
cause he wanted to buy a car. 
Once he got to working, he 
changed his mind completely 
about going to college. Instead he 
went to a Diesel school with the 
money he had saved. Now he 
makes $60 a week—steady work, 
no layoffs. He plans to be married 
this fall, and laughs at his sisters 
whose education cost the family a 
lot of money. Neither of them earn 
as much as he does. 

Money isn’t the only thing Pete 
and I have thought about. But 
such instances as these show that 
there are arguments against col- 
lege from the dollar angle. There 
are statistics too. 

Even now the cash value of 
college training is a subject of 
bitter discussion in many profes- 
sional circles. A civil engineer, for 
example, must spend years in low- 
paying jobs before he starts getting 
more than some of the skilled 
artisans he supervises 

Look at these figures which ap- 
peared in the Clemson Slip Stick: 
‘Based on prevailing wages today, 
converted into annual income, the 
following categories of labor re- 
ceive the following income, based 
on 50 weeks of employment: ap- 
prentice bricklayers, $3,250; brick- 
layers, $4,550; carpenters, $3,575; 
electricians, $3,900; painters,

$3,900; structural steel workers, 
$4,550.” 

A $4,500 civil engineer today 
must be able to handle “duties of 
substantial difficulty and_responsi- 
bility, requiring professional train- 
ing, previous experience, and in- 
dependent judgment.” [ was a full- 
fledged engineer a long time before 
I made as much as a bricklayer 
does now. 

The Clemson article continues, 
“|. . It may be argued that the 
mechanical trades do not work full 
time, and actual wages are less 
than shown above. While this may 
be true to some extent, it should be 
borne in mind that the engineer is 
also subject to the vicissitudes of 
unemployment that reduce his 
average income. Today, the me- 
chanical worker’s loss of time is 
due, generally, to his preference 
not to work rather than to layoffs. 
This is not usually the case with 
engineers.” 

Furthermore, an analysis in 
T he Carpenter, official publication of 
the United Brotherhood of Car- 
penters and Joiners, points out 
that a “healthy percentage of the 
nation’s craftsmen is more than 45 
years old.” It adds, “For every 12 
of these artisans soon to drop out of 
their particular fields, replace- 
ments are being trained as follows: 
8 electricians, 4 sheet metal work- 
ers, 3 machinists, not quite 1 build- 
ing tradesman, and less than 14 
of 1 tool- and diemaker.”” Do you 
know of job opportunities like those 
in any field of engineering? 


Miecussies and other | skilled 
workers have other advantages. 
They have more leisure and fewer 
tensions than young professional 
and business people. I’ve never 
seen a shovel operator or a mason 
take home a brief case full of prob- 
lems. Nor have I heard of one hav- 
ing a nervous breakdown from job 

pressures or social obligations. 
Yet, if Pete were an exceptionally 
good student, I probably would 
want to see him go to college. Pete 
gets through his schoolwork with 
passing marks, but he isn’t out- 
standing.

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UILDING 


By Myron L. Matthews 


BUILDING COSTS are beginning to rise again slowly. 
You may find this hard to believe, since indications six 
months ago were for steady costs. 

Here are the reasons for the upward trend which will 
continue through the 1951 building season: 

1. A great number of prospective home-builders—who 
waited patiently through four years for prices to come down 

have decided to wait no longer, thus adding to the demand 
for building materials and building labor. 

The government policy of easier loans has made money 
easier to get than materials. 

3. Wage demands of building craftsmen are following 
the upward trend of all union wages. 

4. Deficit spending by the government is making money 
cheap, and helping to inflate all costs. 

Two other factors affect the picture in scattered areas. 
Rent decontrol in some places has caused rents to rise 
enough so that homeownership seems more tempting than 
renting. Similarly, veterans are no longer getting first 
chance at new housing everywhere; thus, large numbers of 
recently married couples can now buy or build the houses 
they want with less restriction. 


How much will prices rise? In some areas, where the 
housing shortage has been satisfied, prices may not rise. 
In the country as a whole, however, costs will probably 
rise 4 or 5 percent between now and January, 1952. 

The same influences causing prices of new homes to rise 
are also affecting existing houses. Old house prices, which 
doubled from 1941 to 1947, then dropped off about 30 per- 
cent, are again tending to rise. The rise is expected to be 
slight, and will not hold throughout 1951. Prices of old 
houses may drop even sooner, if too many owners of these 
houses scramble to unload them at the same time.

Spanish moss makes ideal mulch 


A by-product from an upholstering material is prov- 
ing to be a superior mulch for lawns and gardens. 
Wastes from turning Spanish moss into furniture stuff- 
ing have been piling up along Louisiana streams for 
over 50 years. The waste has decomposed to form a 
springy mass which tests have shown to be ideal for 
mulching and for mixing with soil to add humus. The 
material is now on the market. 


Alkaline soil may stop elm disease 


The key to controlling Dutch elm disease may lie in 
keeping the soil alkaline. Stopping this tree-destroyer 
just by using lime seems too good to be true, but my 
own observations lead to that conclusion. 

For instance, several trees in Denver became in- 
fected with the disease. At the same time, beetles 
which spread the infection increased alarmingly, and 
conditions were right for a serious outbreak of the 
GOOD AT FIGURES! Lady Pepperell disease. But instead of spreading, it died out by itself. 
Denver soils, significantly, are highly alkaline. 

On the other hand, the disease is worst in New 
England where most soils are strongly acid. Also sig- 
nificant is the fact that the new chemical announced 
as helpful against the disease (“Have You Heard?”, 
April, 1950) makes soil strongly alkaline. Hence, it 
seems wise in areas where Dutch elm disease is preva- 
lent to lime the soil in which the trees grow, as well as 
to carry out a complete tree-feeding program.

Clinkers improve heavy soils 


If your yard has a heavy-soil problem, you'll be in- 
terested in experiments now under way at the Univer- 
sity of California. Scientists there are testing various 
materials which will loosen soil and yet won’t break 
down or decompose. 

Organic materials, of course, will loosen heavy soil, 
but they decompose and disappear. The new ma- 
terials last indefinitely. One of the best so far is formed 
by burning a certain natural oil-impregnated earth. 
The tremendous heat forms hard, porous cinders or 
clinkers which keep their porosity when mixed into 
soil, allowing excess water to drain away and air to 
penetrate the soil. Another good material is a volcanic 
rock from the mountains. Incidentally, these materials 
are still experimental, so don’t waste time trying to 
buy them. 


Plant disease-resistant red raspberries 


If you are planning to set out red raspberries this fall, 
you'll do well to concentrate on the varieties Marcy, 
Milton, Indian Summer, and September. At least, 
that’s the recommendation of the New York State 
Experiment Station. These varieties are not badly in- 
jured by mosaic disease, and will usually produce a 
good crop even if infected. Check with your local 
nurseryman to see which of these varieties will grow 
well in your area. Indian Summer and September, in- 
cidentally, are so-called everbearing raspberries which 
produce one crop in summer, another one in fall. 


Modern roses smell as good as old ones 


People who insist that plant scientists have bred most 
of the fragrance out of roses aren’t backed up by the 
facts. I recently had a chance to visit the famous 
Descanso Gardens in La Canada, California, and saw 
the collection of roses of the last 450 years. The collec- 
tion is arranged historically, starting with roses intro- 
duced about 1500, and ending with modern roses of 
today. The director of the gardens, Dr. Walter Lam- 
merts, proved to me that there is a greater percentage 
of fragrant varieties among modern roses than among 
the old ones. 

Incidentally, Doctor Lammerts has a trick worth 
copying if you have any shy-blooming roses that you 
want to force into flower. He bends the long canes 
down to the ground and pins them with long wire 
staples. Dormant flower buds along the arch of the 
cane are forced into growth, and the entire shrub be- 
comes a mass of bloom. 


Daisies dislike heat 


Recent discoveries explain why many of the daisy-like 
flowers (Compositae) like Shasta daisies, asters, dahlias, 
and chrysanthemums produce distorted growth like 
that caused by a number of diseases. Plants of this 
type are very sensitive to too much heat, and show 
it by producing irregular flowers; sometimes the en- 
tire plant may be stunted. The damage is worse near 
stone walls or on the south sides of white houses, where 
reflected heat raises the temperature still more. You 
can prevent such trouble by locating the plants away 
from such heat reflectors, and in places where air cir- 
culation will help to keep the temperature down.

How to bring a 


“Middle-aged house 
up to date 


By Billie Lasker 


= that were built 30 or 40 years ago often look as 
dated as the dresses that belles wore then. Ours did. But 
we found you can pep up a middle-aged house as easily 
as you can change the hem of a dress. 

Here are pictures to show how we solved three com- 
mon older-house problems with hammer and sewing 
machine. We'll let these pictures speak for themselves. 














Problem: Cut-glass doors made built-in dining-room cupboard 
old-fashioned, though it was painted to match other woodwork. 


Solution: My husband took the glass doors off easily—and then 
covered the hinge marks with a few dabs of paint. My antique 
china and silver are arranged to cover an old-fashioned mirror be- 
hind the bottom shelf. To get an Early American look, we bought 
$1.37 worth of black iron H-hinges and knobs for the cupboard. 
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Problem : 23-inch transoms over sun-porch windows were old-hat. 
And three walls of windows made the porch a goldfish bowl. 


Solution: I stitched 23-inch ruffled valances to hide the ugly 
transoms. Lined traverse draperies of matching material let us con- 
trol porch sunlight and privacy. Our ceiling is high, so these 
valances don’t look too deep with informal, apron-length draperies. 


Problem: Fireplace was dated by an extra-high mantel and a pair 
of side windows that gave us little light, proved hard to curtain. 


Solution: Floor-to-ceiling bookshelves covered our tiny windows 
neatly —and brought the fireplace up to date. Shelves are different 
distances apart so they'll fit our odd-sized books. Yes, the high 
mantel is still there. But a second mantel 12% inches lower (and 
on a line with one of the shelves) draws your eyes away from it.

. . . Keep your coffee maker and 
teapot sparkling clean. Just before 
you use them, rinse again with 
boiling water. Taste experts say 
you'll make a better beverage if 
you use your teapot only for tea 

Start coffee and tea with 
freshly drawn, cold water. 

. Use the proper grind coffee for 
your coffee maker. You'll find your 
coffee maker brews best when it’s 
used at full or nearly full capacity. 
For a small amount, use a small 
coffee maker. 

. . . Measure the tea or coffee and 
water. Then you will always get 
the same good results. 

. . . Heat water to a full rolling 
boil before combining it with 
ground coffee or tea leaves. But 
never boil the coffee or tea. 

... Be sure to allow for weakening 
of the beverages by melting ice 

.. . No matter how carefully you 
brew your tea, it may be cloudy. 
This is more likely to happen if you 
make a strong brew. To clear 
cloudy iced tea, add a small 
amount of boiling water.

D.... and windows are put into a house to 
let in people, light, and air. That means they 
must open and close smoothly and easily, 
must keep out wind, rain, and dirt. When they 
don’t, they become a nuisance—and some- 
times even a liability. 

Fortunately, it isn’t at all difficult for you 
to keep your doors and windows in first-class 
working order. They are among the simplest, 
easiest to understand and cope with parts of 
any house. 

When a door balks at closing, when a win- 
dow balks at opening, when either rattles in 
the wind or lets in rain, you can quickly track 
down the trouble. Then it takes only brief 
manipulation of a few common tools to set 
matters right. Perhaps you only need to tight- 
en some hinge screws. 

There is just one precaution. Remember 
that wood swells in summer, contracts in win- 
ter. So don’t be too free and easy with your 
plane. Don’t use it if there is any other way of 
solving your problem, or you may wind up 
with a door or window that leaks warm air 
out and cold air in when the temperature 
starts dropping this fall.

Planing is necessary only if door or casement is actually 
too wide or too high. If it's too wide, plane down hinge 
edge and reset hinges. Plane latch edge only if binding 
is above or below latch. Top edge can be planed without 
removing door; plane toward middle to avoid splintering 
corner. Use coarse sandpaper or rasp where plane won't fit

Latch-side warp cannot really 
be straightened, but you can 
make the door close more 
easily. Pry up the stop bead 
(wood strip on latch side of 
doorframe). Close the door 
and draw a line on the jamb 
along the inside edge of the 
door. Then renail the stop 
bead so it matches the line 


Door lock that needs lubrica- 
tion or replacement is easy to 
remove. With the type pic- 
tured, loosen the setscrews and 
remove knobs first. Then re- 
move screws from lock plate in 
edge of door and pull out en- 
tire lock assembly. Powdered 
graphite, puffed in, makes the 
best lubricant, as it does not 
collect dust the way oil does 


Door and window 


Hinge-edge warp in a door 
can be straightened, at least 
enough to let door work easi- 
ly, by inserting a third hinge 
midway between top and bot- 
tom hinges. Open new hinge 
across crack between door and 
jamb, as shown, and mark its 
position. Cut hinge mortises to 
match those of top and bot- 
tom hinges. Force door into 
line as far as possible and 
screw the new hinge in place 


Raise or lower entire door if 
it strikes head jamb or scrapes 
the floor. Remove hinges from 
jamb and extend mortises up 
or down as you find necessary. 
Put wedges under door to hold 
it in its new position. Screw 
hinges in place, fill exposed 
mortises with wood putty, and 
touch up with matching paint 
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repair 


Strike plate can be shimmed 
out more easily than hinges if 
door latch doesn't engage the 
plate. Remove plate and trace 
outline of it on cardboard. Cut 
out shim. Fit it into the mortise 
and replace strike plate. Use 
sharp knife to cut openings in 
shim to admit latch and lock 


If a door rattles, latch tongue 
is loose in strike plate. Remove 
plate and extend the mortise 
toward stop bead. Plug old 
screw holes with wood putty; 
then replace strike plate. To 
make a smooth mortise, score 
wood at !/-inch intervals, with 
cuts of uniform depth, then 
scrape out chips and smooth

Filing opening in strike plate 
is neat solution if latch tongue 
and opening in strike plate 
don't line up. Examine plate 
to see where latch is rubbing, 
and enlarge opening with file. 
You may have to chip out 
wood under plate, too. Alter- 
nate solution: Move strike 
plate up or down, filling ex- 
posed mortise with wood putty 


Swinging doors love to squeak, 
and they often move very 
stiffly. The remedy is simple. 
Remove one of the side plates 
from the swinging hinge. Clean 
out the accumulated dirt and 
treat spring and other moving 
parts with powdered graphite

How to hold on to a happy marriage 


increase our dissatisfaction and 
frustration. Certainly it is unro- 
mantic and even downright un- 
pleasant to bring murky, disturb- 
ing family problems to the surface. 
Yet the sooner we do, the better 
off we are for it. Even though a 
couple may develop highly ex- 
plosive feelings toward each other, 
once the fuses go off, each explo- 
sion they successfully survive in- 
creases the conviction that they can 
work other things out together too. 


O; course it isn’t necessary for 
husband and wife to go at each 
other hammer and tongs every time 
they disagree. Many differences 
can be resolved much less violent- 
ly. The important thing, however, 
ts to reach some form of agreement, and, 
if it helps, even a raging argument 
is worthwhile. 

And of course, we must be rea- 
sonable and patient enough to real- 
ize that every time we have it out 
with each other, we will not neces- 
sarily settle our differences. There 
is bound to be some recurrence of 
the same issues and, precisely be- 
cause of this, we must try to avoid 
browbeating each other into sub- 
mission and thinking we have 
reached agreement. In the final 
analysis; we adjust ourselves to 
each other by altering not only our 
partners, but ourselves as well. 

Arguments can be worthwhile 
only if the people who have them 
are flexible enough to compromise. 
There are several things to keep in 
mind here. 

First, no one ts ever consistently right, 
nor ts anyone ever consisle ntly wrong. 

Secondly, since the relationship be- 
tween husband and wife is not that of 
judge and offender, the question concern- 
ing who is right ts not always the only 
or most important issue. We have every 
reason to expect a certain amount 
of leniency and indulgence from 
the person we love and, as a result, 
should be willing to offer, as well as 
recewe, such kindness. 


Thiraty, questions of right and 
wrong frequently have nothing to do 
with domestic bickering. Our own 
way of doing something may be 
simply a habit—not necessarily 
better than someone else’s way of 
doing it. Having allowed ourselves 
to become enslaved by habit, we 
are easily upset and disturbed by 
novelty. 

Fourthly, our own elements of im- 
maturity make it difficult for us to com- 
promise. A child throws a temper 
tantrum when he cannot get what 
he wants and refuses anything else. 
Since it is reasonable to expect 
adults to be more grown-up, we 
ought to be willing to consider 
something else when we can’t get 
our first desire. 

If we can develop these atti- 
tudes, we shouldn't be afraid of 
family arguments. When two peo- 
ple finally reach some agreement 
and soothe each other’s feelings by 
mutual apologies, they frequently 
feel closer than ever before. Their 
arguments, moreover, might help 


clarify and bring out into the open 
the different things they expect 
from marriage. 

A young couple I knew spent 
considerable time arguing about 
how to use their leisure time. The 
husband spent most of Sunday 
playing golf. Friday night he went 
to the fights. Two other nights each 
week he played cards with “the 
boys.” All in all, he had little time 
left for his wife. They bickered a 
good deal about each of these ac- 
tivities until the underlying dif- 
ference in their attitudes toward 
married life became apparent to 
them. The man had expected mar- 
riage to add something to his way 
of life, but he had never seriously 
considered what he might have to 
give up for it. 


‘Te woman, on the other hand, 
thought marriage would continue 
to give her the same monopoly of 
her husband's leisure that she had 
had during courtship and engage- 
ment. She, too, failed to consider 
what she might have to give up. 
She felt “left out” by his outside 
activities. He felt henpecked. When 
they finally recognized this funda- 
mental difference in their attitudes, 
both husband and wife began to 
examine the issue itself. Only then 
were they able to work out some 
mutually agreeable compromise. 
So long as their discussion was 
limited to each activity which drew 
them apart, their responsibility to 
each other seemed like a burden. 
Once they saw the matter as a whole, 
they could also see the value of a 
little give-and-take compromise. 
There is no rule that husband 
and wife must have completely iden- 
tical interests which they pursue 
together all the time. Nor can we 
expect every difference between 
them to disappear, even in the best 
marriage. In the light of this, hus- 
bands and wives who are sure of 
each other should not only tolerate, 
but even encourage, each other's

pursuit of different pleasures. A 
woman need not accompany her 
husband to a football game or a 
prize fight that she doesn’t like. 
Nor need her husband accompany 
her to her club meetings or card 
parties. Needless to say, such in- 
dependence from each other should 
be exercised within reason. 


No husband and wife can be ex- 
pected to absorb each other’s in- 
terests completely. After a long day 
at the office, a man feels justified 
in wanting to do some of the things 
for which he generally has little 
time. A woman, on the other hand, 
feels equally justified in wanting to 
share her husband’s leisure. Be- 
cause women often do have some 
time during the day for their own 
special interests, many a wife feels 
that she should allow her husband 
to enjoy his evenings as he sees fit. 
So she may try to develop the same 
interests in order to share his com- 
pany. If a woman can genuinely 
develop such interests, the prob- 
lem is to a large degree solved. 
But too often she may develop only 
grudging acceptance of her hus- 
band’s activities. When this is true, 
she has created little more than an 
illusion of keeping pace with her 
husband. 

A good marriage steers a middle 
course between individual inde- 
pendence and compromise. On 
the one hand, it is important that a 
wife develop her own interests. On 
the other hand, there are also re- 
sponsibilities which are necessary 
to the maintenance of any mar- 
riage. A man who expects to live 
exactly the kind of life he did be- 
fore should not have married. 

Sometimes this appeal to reason 
is admittedly of little value, and 
outside help is needed to work out 
family problems. This happens 
when bickering and nagging have 
reached a point where husband 
and wife begin to lose sight of the

value or hope of pleasing each 
other. After a while, they may even 
act as though they were annoying 
each other deliberately. These are 
the people among whom. the 
dangers of argument far outweigh 
the potential benefits of argument. 
If things get that bad for you, seek 
out some competent counselor and 
examine your problems with the 
objectivity such a person alone can 
introduce. 


Despite the fact that they may 
at one time have been fascinated 
by each other, some couples de- 
velop a great dullness after several 
years of married life. They seem to 
run out of things to discuss. They 
return to a desire for independent 
pleasure seeking. 

They are like fraternity brothers 
or old army buddies, for example, 
who can enjoy their reminiscences 
together for just so long. Then they 
get tired of each other. The same 
thing can and does happen in mar- 
riage. One of the most effective 
ways of preventing this is for a 
couple to encourage each other in 
the development of new interests, 
even though they aren’t shared at 
first. This keeps both husband and 
wife alive to still other possibilities 
and will help them maintain 
enough enthusiasm to spread their 
new interests to each other. 

To a large degree the develop- 
ment of new interests is almost in- 
evitable anyway. The trick is to 
encourage this process, rather than 
reacting to it as though it threat- 
ened your whole marriage. After 
all, there is no reason to think that 
marriage will stop your growth, 
and as you grow, some amount of 
change must be expected. 

Look at the way married people 
sooner or later tend to develop new 
friendships. A woman, for example, 
finds it difficult to discuss child 
rearing with unmarried friends. 

rhere is no need to abandon all 
the friendships you develop before 
marriage. Yet, you cannot reason- 
ably expect your mate to be as 
enthusiastic about some of these 
friendships as you are. There is the 
additional possibility that you, 
too, may outgrow them. Husbands 
and wives will not always agree in 
their reactions to the new people 
they meet, but it is important that 
they give themselves a chance. 
Even though they will each have 
friends they cannot share with 
equal enthusiasm, the chances are 
that most husbands and wives have 
enough in common to agree about 
still other friends they make. 


A good marriage is one in which 
personal and mutual satisfaction 
become almost indistinguishable. 
One of the important goals of mar- 
ried life is to erase the well-nigh 
inevitable conflicts of living to- 
gether and replace them with mu- 
tually acceptable and satisfying 
habits.

factions and greater happiness are 
available through marriage. 

We cannot expect to defy each 
other and maintain a good marital 
relationship at the same time. Con- 
stant criticism is rarely successful 
in removing the differences which 
come up between married people. 
Criticism tends to undermine their 
very willingness to change. They 
become much too defensive, and 
each change becomes that much 
more difficult to make. A husband 
and wife simply must learn to make 
it clear to each other that small an- 
noyances never really endanger 
the positive elements of their love. 


A happy marriage depends on 
the ability to resolve disagreement 
rather than avoid it. The fact that 
people enter marriage with many 
of these differences in their per- 
sonal habits and preferences does 
not necessarily condemn their mar- 
riage in advance.

Calcium is often needed asa bone- 
building stimulant in young pup- 
pies, for females during pregnancy 
and nursing, or for dogs afflicted 
with various muscle, nerve, or 
joint ailments. But as a supple- 
ment in the regular diet, I would 
not recommend it. There are far 
better all-inclusive mineral sup- 
plements on the market. 


Vy dog keeps getting hookworms. 
W orming gets rid v4 them, but they 
always come back.—P. R. M., 
Oklahoma. 

The reinfestation is no doubt 
due to hookworm eggs being de- 
posited in the dog’s quarters or in 
the soil he frequents. This is often 
such a serious problem that whole 
kennels have to be moved to new 
locations, especially where the 
ground has been infested. Spray 
dog’s quarters with a strong insecti- 
cide. If you think the soil nearby is 
contaminated, saturate it with

How important is neatness, and what 


can you do with an untidy offspring?

D. you dream, sometimes, about what it would be 
like to live with a couple of youngsters who never drop 
their clothes in heaps, never dribble food when they 
eat, never leave toys for you to pick up or to trip over? 
You probably do, if your kids are at all like Andy. 

Andy is 11 now, but as long as his parents can re- 
member, Andy has been leaving a trail of discarded 
clothes and toys for someone else to pick up. They get 
pretty exasperated over the boy, but his dad always 
ends up by saying: “I guess you just have to expect 
the place to be a mess when you have kids-—especially 
boys. Maybe if we stop bothering him, he'll outgrow 

> And Mother always retorts: “But if I don’t try to 
train him now, he'll never learn. 

Andy’s mother is right about one thing: Boys and 
girls don’t naturally outgrow sloppy habits. If they 
don’t learn to be neat and orderly when they're 
young, they may never learn. But she’s wrong about 
the other: Deliberate training won't teach a youngster 
how to be neat. Rather, it may stop him from learning. 

How, then, can you help your boy or girl learn 
neatness? Your first step is to understand that the 
average youngster—boy or girl—actually wants to 
learn how to eat and dress neatly and to keep his 
possessions in order. Even a toddler can sense that 
there’s no surer way to get your praise and approval— 
and that means more to him than you know. 

Here are seven painless rules that will help you 
teach your boy or girl to be neat and orderly: 


1. Show you're glad he tries 


Jackie, 21%, likes to feed himself, but he gets as much 
food all around him as in his mouth. By the time he’s 
halfway finished, the floor, the table, and Jackie are 
a mess. Mother is disgusted, and lets him know it. She 
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Don't get excited; getting dirty’s just doin' what comes nat'rally 


takes away the fork and spoon, starts feeding him as 
fast as she can. Every meal is the same, and Jackie is 
making no progress. 

Suppose, though, a large square of plastic cloth, 
which could be easily picked up, were placed beneath 
the table? Then mother might not get so impatient 
with the boy when he’s messy. Instead, she might take 
time to praise Jackie for the effort he is making. He’d 
feel a lot happier and more confident; he'd try harder 
and maybe would soon learn how to get most, if not 
all, his food into his mouth. 


2. Don’t demand too much too soon 


Little Sally’s parents think 3! isn’t too young to 
learn putting toys away. Sally liked the idea at first, 
but now she starts to whimper whenever they suggest 
it. Is 344 too young? No, Sally’s parents’ mistake was 
in asking her to accomplish too much too soon. First, 
they thought nothing of interrupting the child sudden- 
ly and telling her to start picking up and putting 
away. A 3-year-old shouldn’t be asked to switch sud- 
denly from one activity to another. She needs time to 
get used to the idea. Then, they tried to get Sally to 
put everything back in its original place. Toys were 
to be set neatly in a box; dolls belonged in a row on the 
shelf; blocks were to be piled up. A 3-year-old simply 
hasn’t that much co-ordination or energy. Her parents 
should be satisfied to have her toss her toys in the box 
or to push the blocks into the right corner. Then they 
should pitch in and do the rest. A child will be sur- 
prisingly cooperative if you put across the idea that 
you're all doing the job together. Gradually, as she 
gets older and more capable, you can shift more re- 
sponsibility to her. She won’t mind taking it if she

3.Don’t make impossible rules 

Six-year-old Allen goes off every 
morning with shoes shined, hair 
slicked back, and a clean white 
shirt neatly tucked in. He comes 
home every afternoon with shoes 
scuffed, his hair wild, his shirt 
wrinkled or even torn. He comes 
home, too, to threats and scold- 
ings, ““You’re not a baby any 
more,” shouts his mother, ‘‘and 
you must learn to keep clean.” 

“Do you think we can buy you a 
new shirt every day?” snaps his 
father. 

Next day, Allen goes out again 
and gets dirty. And the unhappy 
cycle will continue, unless his par- 
ents accept an important fact. 
Small boys and girls cannot play 
without getting dirty. Besides, roll- 
ing in the grass, playing in dirt, 
climbing, and jumping are good 
for them. 

If Allen took his parents’ advice 
about keeping away from dirt, he'd 
miss much of the fun in being a 
child. What's worse, he -might get 
the idea that the more cautious 
and fearful he is, the better he'll 
get along in the world. Once that 
feeling takes hold, it may cramp 
him for the rest of his life 

Then, should his parents just sit 
back and Jet him ruin his clothes? 
Is it best to let any youngster make 
any kind of mess that suits him? 
Certainly not. It just isn’t possible 
for any adult to live day in and day 
out with a messy, disorderly child 
and not feel disgusted or irritated. 
If you try not to show your irrita- 
tion at this, you're bound to show 
it some other way 

Many people have gotten the 
idea that it’s wrong for a parent to 
control a child in any way. They 
think that’s the enlightened way to 
bring up children. Nothing could 
be further from the truth. 

Even a young child knows in- 
stinctively that it’s wrong to be 
untidy and disorderly a// the time 
He'd much rather know that there 
are definite and consistent rules to 





limit his impulses and_ instincts. 
But he craves the kind of rules that 
fit in with his needs and his capac- 
ities. Not the kind that simply 
force him to do what his parents 
want when they want it. 

Allen’s parents might do well to 
set up a system like this: In his af- 
terschool play, Allen should be 
free to get as dirty as the other kids 
do, provided he comes home first 
and changes into dungarees, old 
shoes, and a sturdy jacket. On Sun- 
days or when company comes, he’s 
to get dressed up and stay reason- 
ably clean. As soon as the boy sees 
that his parents understand his 
needs, he won't mind giving in on 
matters they think are important. 


i. Don’t expect constant 
progress 

Nine-year-old Peggy hid her last 
report card for a week, so no one 
would see her D in deportment. 
Her worried parents asked the 
teacher to explain. Peggy wasn’t 
badly behaved, the teacher told 
them. She got along well with 
the other children. It was just that 
she was so untidy! Her desk was 
always cluttered with books and 
papers. Her notebooks were a 
mess. Was she that way at home 
too? Her parents had to admit she 
was. The troubling thing was that 
when she was younger, Peggy had 
been a very neat child. If she was 
that way at 4 or 5, shouldn’t she be 
better now, instead of worse? 

Not necessarily. At 4, Peggy 
was merely imitating what she saw 
other people do. Real neatness can 
only develop as a youngster devel- 
ops a sense of order within himself 

and that can be a long, slow 
process. There are bound to be 
periods, too, when the child feels 
generally confused and disordered. 
That often happens at around 8 or 
9, during the in-between stage 
when he’s no longer a child, and 
not yet an adolescent. After a 
while, Peggy will start being neat 
and orderly once again, if her par- 
ents or teacher doesn’t kill her inter- 
est by applying too much pressure 
or punishment. 

5. Remember it’s his room, 
not yours 

Cathy’s folks thought they'd fi- 
nally found a way to get her to keep 
her room neat. For her twelfth

His folks couldn’t see why. They 
had. a piano, a game room, a 
phonograph. Their house was one 
of the largest on the block. But it 
was also a house where order came 
first, and people second. Ever since 
Jeff could remember, someone had 
been hovering over him, picking 
up, putting away, straightening 
out. Every piece of furniture had 
its established position. 

Jeff's parents say you can’t ex- 
pect a boy to develop orderly hab- 
its if he doesn’t live in an orderly 
house. And, true enough, a boy or 
girl can’t learn to be neat in a 
house where Father leaves his 
clothes on chairs and never hangs 
anything up, or older brother lets 
ashes drop where they will.

May and October, when the thermometer is rising, but 
prices are dropping. It’s as easy as that. 

Why take an off-season vacation? There are half a dozen 
excellent reasons. Here they are: 


1, It’s economical. Hotelkeepers, often forced to turn away 
guests a couple of months out of the year, have to keep their 
establishments running the rest of the time. To draw trade, 
they cut their rates. 


2. It’s a chance to enjoy luxury living. The most elaborate 
resorts may have sky-high rates during their rush season, 
but they take the ax to prices when the crowds depart. 
That’s where you come in. You can enjoy the best and still 
not strain your budget. 


3. It’s less crowded. If you travel as a family, particularly 
with youngsters, you want a vacation that relaxes you, sends 
you back to work fit and full of energy. You can achieve this 
goal out of season. You don’t have to fight for rooms, battle 
crowds, or wait at the dining room. You get superservice. 


4. It’s safer, if you motor. During “‘peak” holiday periods, 
the roads are jammed. Accidents mount up. Traffic jams de- 
lay you. Out of season, you have the roads to yourself— 
with leisure to poke along, to picnic, or to sight-see. 


5. It’s more comfortable, if you go by train, plane, or bus. 
Often, there are special rates—‘‘package”’ trips to famous 
resorts. Airlines, railroads, and bus lines offer these bargains.

Take a vacation you 


to because it cost too much. Then 
think about an off-season vacation 
for next year! 

And, if you went where you 
wanted to, but spent more than 
you could afford, plan for a 1951 
holiday—out of season—that will 
let you go to the same resort at 10 
to 40 percent less than you paid in 
1950. 

Don’t forget that, in some cases, 
you have better weather off season 
than you do when the rush is at its 
peak. Think of autumn in New 
England, with the leaves golden 
and the sun mellow. Or summer in 
Florida, with a breeze blowing in 
from the ocean and the same aver- 
age temperatures you might find at 
a northern resort. Or, again, au- 
tumn in the Rockies, when the 
aspen leaves turn the hillsides into 
a mass of yellow. 


ks these ‘“‘slack’’ periods, not 
only room and meal prices come 
down. So, in many cases, do green 
fees on the golf courses, hourly or 
set charges on the tennis courts, 
rentals for boats or horses, prices 
for guided and chauffeured sight- 
seeing trips in the neighborhood. 
In preparing this article, I polled 
hundreds of resorts in all sections 
of the country. The price cuts 
I finally chose as examples were in 
Florida, the Rockies, New York, 
New England, and on the Cali- 
fornia coast. But everywhere else, 
at least a few resorts offered lower 
rates off season than they did dur- 
ing the on season. 

Since it’s impossible to list here 
every resort with off-season rates, 
your best bet is to write in advance 
to the hotel, tourist cabin, ranch, 
motel, or housekeeping cottage of 
your choice, if you have one. Or 
you can write to the publicity 
bureau of the state in which it’s 
located. Nearly every state main- 
tains a tourist bureau, whatever its 
formal title. A letter addressed to 
“State Publicity Bureau, State 
Capitol,” and the name of the 
capital city is sure to bring a 
prompt response. Ask about spe- 
cific things. Is the swimming pool 
open out of season, or is it warm 
enough to swim? (In the North, 


June swimming is fine, but Septem- 


ber swimming is chilly on inland 
lakes, though often pleasant at the 
seashore.) Are there reduced rates 
for golf and other outdoor sports? 
(Generally, there are.) Are the 
“extra” hotel facilities maintained? 


Aside from the moneysaving, 
there are a lot of “plus” factors to 
commend an off-season vacation. 
A spokesman for the American 
Automobile Association _ stresses 
the safety factor. “Fewer cars, 
fewer accidents,” he says succinct- 
ly. “Out of season, the drivers on 
the roads are mostly local people, 
who know how to handle that bad 
curve just ahead, and who use 
discretion in passing other cars. In 
season, a good many people try to 
drive too far too fast on strange 


roads. That’s how accidents hap- 
pen. It’s sensible to travel out of 
season.” 

Tom Deegan, vice-president of 
the Chesapeake and Ohio Rail- 
way, puts the case for the trans- 
portation agencies. “A vacation 
out of season,’ he says, “pays 
dividends in health, in a relaxed 
mental outlook, and in actual 
money. You can relax, without dis- 
traction.” 


Eadie Rickenbacker, president 
of Eastern Air Lines, points up 
Deegan’s comments. ‘‘Who,” he 
asks, “would have believed, just a 
few years ago, that 81 percent of 
the 357 hotels in Miami Beach 
would be open during the summer 
of 1950? Who would have guessed 
that summer travel, by air and 
rail, to Florida, would now be 
greater than prewar winter travel? 
Who could have foreseen the ex- 
tended spring and fall seasons in 
the Carolinas and Georgia? What 
caused it was the public’s growing 
year-round demand for a change 
of scene, a change of climate, a 
change of activity.” 

All right. We'll assume that 
you’ve now been sold on the off- 
season vacation. The next ques- 
tion you may ask is this: Can I get 
the time off when I want it? 

Generally, unless you’re em- 
ployed by a company which fol- 
lows the antiquated practice of a 
seasonal layoff during the summer, 
the answer is apt to be affirmative. 
The National Association of Travel 
Officials reports a growing aware- 
ness on the part of employers that 
holidays, spaced over the year, 
make for more efficient operation 
than a July-August vacation stam- 
pede. 


Assuming you can convince the 
boss that off season is a smart time 
for you to go, then the question 
arises: ““‘What about the kids. Can 
we get them out of school?” 

Ninety-nine times out of a hun- 
dred, the answer is “‘yes.”” Dean 
Dan Davies, of the School of Ad- 
ministration at Teachers College, 
Columbia University, is encourag- 
ing about your chances. 

“The rules vary from state to 
state,” says Davies, “but local 
school boards or superintendents 
are generally happy to release a 
child for two weeks. because of the 
educational value of travel. 

“Your youngster may not have 
the best marks in his class. He may, 
perhaps, be poorly adjusted to 
school. In that case, perhaps a trip 
will mature him by bringing him in 
contact with new things and with 
his own family, teaching him that 
geography is not just a colored 
map.” 

The National Education Associa- 
tion, spokesman for American 
teachers, reports an _ increasing 
pressure for a 12-month school 
year. A section of the N.E.A., meet- 
ing last year at Durham, New 
Hampshire, proposed school all

year around, with extra time to be 
devoted to “‘fun,”’ such as travel or 
arts and crafts. Until this revolu- 
tionary change occurs, however, 
the chances are excellent, anyway, 
that you can get your child out of 
school for an off-season holiday 

Moneywise, as American Auto- 
mobile Association figures reveal, 
it’s often cheaper to go to one re- 
sort and stay there than it is to 
keep on the move continuously 
Elmer Jenkins, AAA National 
Travel Director, sets a figure of 
$30 a day for a touring family of 
four driving in its own car. Econ- 
omy-minded vacationists can shave 
this figure, but, as the statistics be- 
low reveal, it may still be less ex- 
pensive to settle down in one spot 
for your holiday, even at the more 
elaborate resorts. 

Coast to coast, here is the off- 
season picture, with some striking, 
individual examples of bargain 
rates: 


California—On the coast, south 
of San Francisco, the off season is 
from October to late May. In 
cities, such as Los Angeles, March 
through May, and September 
through November are off, and 
rates at individual establishments 
are lower. The weather is excellent 

sunny and warm in spring, with 
a green landscape and bright 
flowers; warm in fall. In high win- 
ter, there is a short rainy season, 
but even this is broken by spring- 
like days. Laguna Beach, down the 
coast from Los Angeles, cuts its 
rates 25 to 30 percent from Oc- 
tober to May. An apartment which 
rents for $10 daily (four persons, 
including two children) during the 
summer drops to $8 or $7 a day 
during the off season. All through 
southern California, ocean fish- 
ing, golf, tennis, badminton, and 
horseback riding go on the year 
around. Ocean swimming after 
mid-October is out, however. Too 
cool. The temperature tops 80 in 
September and rarely drops to 
the 60's during high winter. In the 
redwood country of northern 
California, the off season runs from 
mid-September to mid-June. From 
November until April, there is no 
swimming. 

Southwest (Arizona and New 
Mexico)—In Albuquerque and 
Phoenix, each with more than 100 
tourist courts, the off season begins 
October 1 and ends May 15. Rates 
in most establishments drop 5 to 
10 percent, with some places offer- 
ing discounts for long stays. At one 
motel, in Kingman, Arizona, the 
on-season rate is $42; the off-sea- 
son rate $30, a saving of 30 percent. 
At the most luxurious desert lodges, 
there are savings, too. El Rancho 
de San Geronimo, at Taos, cut its 
weekly rate for a family of four, 
including meals, from $205 to 
$185. At fancy sun resorts like the 
Em-Bar-Bee Desert Lodge, at 
Douglas, Arizona, the rush comes 
from October to May. During the 
summer, the weekly inclusive 
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family rate at the Em-Bar-Bee 
drops from $392 to $266. Summer 
temperatures never rise above 93. 

At Camelback Inn in Arizona, 
the rates from November 2 to De- 
cember 28 are about 25 percent 
less than peak season, and from 
April 1 to closing, May 1, are 
about 10 percent less. Camelback 
also gives 10 percent off to honey- 
mooners and children under 14 
years before January and during 
April. At Jokake Inn, also in 
Arizona, rates are approximately 
25 percent less from November 15 
to January 15 and during April. 

Pacific Northwest (Washing- 
ton, Oregon, Northern Idaho) 
This is ranch, mountain resort, and 
seashore country. Out on the Olym- 
pic Peninsula, the off season is 
from Labor Day to July 1. On sea- 
son, lodging will typically cost $75 
to $90 a week for a family of four. 
Off season, it drops to about $60. 
Meals stay constant the year round, 
about $5 per adult per day, $3.75 
for children under 8. In the moun- 
tains, where snow falls early, the 
off season is short—from May 30 
to June 15, and from September 
15 to November 15, Wildflowers 
are brightest during the spring; 
cold nights and crisp air are in- 
vigorating in the fall. On-season 
rates, in most mountain ranches, 
run $270 (with meals) for the 
family of four; off-season rates 
drop to $180. On rates include the 
exclusive use of a riding horse. Off 
rates do not, though on the average 
Northwest ranch, a horse can be 
rented for $1.50 for the first hour 
and $1 for each hour thereafter. 

Rockies (Colorado, Montana, 
Northern New Mexico, Wyoming) 

This is mountain country, with 
more than 200 dude ranches where 
you can ride the trails, hike, fish, 
or hunt in season. Rates include 
meals and the exclusive use of a 
horse, and are thus generally 
higher, even during the off season, 
than at seashore or lowland resorts. 
Pack trips are part of the recreation 
often offered without extra charges. 
On season generally is from July 
1 to August 30, off season from 
May 15 to July 1, and from Sep- 
tember 1 to the end of October. 
Colorado and Wyoming are high- 
altitude states, with low tempera- 
tures at night. In June, it will be 
40 at night and 68 during the day; 
in September 45 at night and 70 
during the day. Ralph D. Salis- 
bury, owner of Saddle Pocket 
Ranch at Slater, Colorado, sums 
up the advantage of an off-season 
dude-ranch vacation. 

“May and June, September and 
October are beautiful months,” he 
says. ‘‘The crowd is smaller; there 
is more choice of horses, and longer 
rides are possible. People who like 
to feel they are part of the ranch 
outfit, who enjoy the West for it- 
self—the climate and scenery— 
prefer off-season holidays out here 
more than they do the months of 
July and August.” A sampling of 
rates for a family of four shows

Off-season dates vary at these 
typical ranches. For specific in-

Union Pacific offers a special rate 
of $38.75 per week (four in a 
room) exclusive of meals, during 
July, August, and September. 
Midwest (Minnesota, Wiscon- 
sin, Michigan, the Dakotas) 
Here the rates, on the average, re- 
main the same from an early June 
opening to a late September or 
early October closing. You get 
your dividends, therefore, in rest 
and the absence of cross-country 
highway crowds. There's excellent 
fishing in the lake states; boating, 
canoeing, hiking, riding, and ten- 
nis continue, but swimming is pret- 
ty much out after Labor Day—too 
cold. Perfect accommodations are 
easy to find, nights are ideal for 
slumber, and mornings are fresh 
and brisk. A few places, catering 
to ,honeymooners, offer reduced 
rates during June.

September to April. In the moun- 
tains and on the lakes, off season, 
except in ski areas, is from April to 
mid-June and from mid-Septem- 
ber to late October. In New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont, and the Berkshire 
Hills of Massachusetts, rates drop 
from $10 per person daily, Ameri- 
can plan, to $6 per person during 
the off season. The spring, before 
the crowds come and the rates rise, 
is ideal in this area for fishing, 
hiking, and blossom tours; the 
autumn for golf, foliage touring, 
and hunting. Between Labor Day 
and Thanksgiving there are al- 
most 500 events, ranging from 
husking bees to foliage trips and 
guided hikes. Spring weather is 
apt to be good; September is a 
prize month. Weather Bureau sta- 
tistics for New England reveal that 
there are more sunny days in Sep- 
tember than in any other month, 
and that ocean water temperature 
as far north as Bar Harbor is 10 
degrees higher in September than 
in June! 

There are some striking dis- 
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counts off season. At the Rangeley 
Lakes Hotel, in Maine, one of the 
more elaborate resorts, prior to 
July 20, there is a 25 percent dis- 
count. Thus two rooms for the fam- 
ily, including meals, will drop from 
$36 a day to $27 a day, with such 
sports as golf, tennis, badminton, 
horseback riding, boating, canoe- 
ing, swimming, and dancing in- 
cluded in the lower rate. At the 
Basin Harbor Club, at Vergennes, 
Vermont, rates do not change, but 
extra fees for boats, golf, tennis, 
and other recreations are dropped. 
The Garnet Inn, at Center Har- 
bor, New Hampshire, drops its 
rate for a family of four from $180 
on season to $160 off season. At 
Stowe, Vermont, where winter is 
the on season, one resort drops its 
rate from $160 for four in winter to 
$140 per week in summer. 
Coastal section (New Jersey, 
Delaware, Virginia)—Shore re- 
sorts, among which Atlantic City, 
Asbury Park, and Virginia Beach 
are typical, drop their daily rates 
for a family of four from an aver- 
age of $20 a day, European plan, 
to $12 or even $10 a day. The off 
season here varies somewhat ac- 
cording to latitude. In New Jersey, 
September to June is the off period. 
In Virginia, late October to mid- 
April covers the same ground. In- 
land, in the mountains, off months 
run from November through 
March, and rates at typical motels 
drop from $70 a week to $50. Snow 
is rare, the weather is clear, the 
roads are open, and the famous 
Virginia caverns maintain the 
same temperature the year around. 
Swank places drop their prices, 
too. The Berkeley-Carteret, at As- 
bury Park, New Jersey, cuts its 
minimum rate for a family of four 
in two double rooms from $20 
daily (European plan) to $16 daily. 
Winter on the coast is pleasant, 
with bracing, sunny days, and little 
snow. Inland, the Greenbrier, at 
White Sulphur Springs, offers an- 
other chance to enjoy luxury at 
lowered rates. Its off season runs 
from late November to early 
March. Rates during this period 
for a family of four, including lunch 
and dinner, are $38 per day. Dur- 
ing the on season, comparable ac- 
commodations cost $54 a day. You 
can golf, ride, walk, or play tennis 
all year around, but you can’t 
swim, of course, during the winter. 
The Carolinas; Georgia; Ten- 
nessee—Summer rates are re- 
duced from 10 to 25 percent, in 
mid-September, the beginning of 
a month of flaming leaves. Ashe- 
ville, the best known tourist town 
in the Carolina mountains, offers 
the greatest reductions. Tourist 
courts, for example, drop from $10 
daily to $8 daily; heated cottages 
from $50 to $30; resort hotels 
(American plan) from $240 weekly 
to $170 weekly. In towns such as 
Chimney Rock, Brevard, Little 
Switzerland, and Spruce Pines, 
rates drop a third after Labor Day, 
and resorts close in November, re- 
opening in April. Golf courses in 
the Carolinas and Georgia are 
open the year around, as are riding 
stables. The fall is an especially 
good time to see the famous water- 
falls in the mountains, and all 
principal scenic attractions con- 
tinue to operate. Temperatures 
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rarely drop to freezing, even in 
midwinter. 

Florida—Florida offers the 
greatest off-season reductions of 
any vacation area. From May 1 
through November, prices take a 
nose dive. Hotels which charge 
from $25 to $40 daily during the 
winter season for two persons ($40 
to $80 for four) rent the selfsame 
rooms for $8 to $15 daily ($16 to 
$30 for four). The average reduc- 
tion is 50 to 66 percent—and this 
applies not only in Miami Beach, 
but also in such communities as 
Fort Lauderdale, where four per- 
sons can spend a week for $195, 
with motor tours and a boat cruise 
to the Everglades thrown in, St. 
Petersburg, Tampa, and all the 
other major resorts of the state. At 
one Daytona Beach resort, the rate 
is $126 (European plan) for a fam- 
ily of four during the on season 
and $84 (European plan) during 
the off season. Because Daytona 
Beach is among the coolest of 
Florida resorts in summer, some 
places there charge as much from 
June to September as they do in 
winter, but offer 15 to 25 percent 
reductions in May, and during the 
fall. Summer temperatures at most 
Florida beaches average out at 78 
to 81 degrees, sometimes hitting 
the 90’s, but no higher than those 
found in northern cities during the 
same time of year. If you don't 
mind walking a few blocks to the 
ocean, you can get a room for as 
little as $10 a week per person.

But wherever you go, 
rates are apt to be down. You'll 
enjoy a leisurely, restful vacation, 
a ‘‘go-as-you-please”’ vacation.

Plant evergreens; they are fairly dormant 
now preparatory to starting new growth 
when fall rains start. Set out other plants, 
including kinds of wildflowers that are in- 
active now.

Make the cuts back 
to side shoots and on the underside of the 
branch, if possible, so scars won’t show.

The diary of a plain dirt gardener

It poured rain, but this was the evening Maggie wanted 
broccoli. So | had to wade in the mud to gather a mess 


August # Excuse please. for men- 
tioning it again, but glads are 
among the highlights on our plan- 
tation at the moment. Going over 
my collection, not of the ultranew 
ones, I took note of good old Pic- 
ardy, that large salmon-pink. 
Came out in 1931, and soon became 
the most popular glad in the world. 
It is as good today as ever, though 
not so fashionable any more with 
the glad fans. 

Picardy turned out to be one of 
the most noted parents of out- 
standing varieties. In my little col- 
lection I have Beacon, King Lear, 
Spotlight, Vagabond Prince, Ca!- 
ifornia, Ethel Cave-Cole,, Mar- 
guerite, and Mother Kadel, all of 
Picardy ancestry. 

Among my new dahlias this year 
is Ike, just coming into bloom. Ike 
is a dwarf—classed as a miniature 
formal decorative. The blooms are 
three and a half inches or so across 
and of deep blood-red color. There 
has been a big interest in these 
little dahlias of late. And why not? 

David is making plans to goona 
vacation trip out West with his 
friend Jack. We’ve already spent a 
wad of money getting his old cam- 
pus jalopy overhauled, and four 
new tires and what not. 


Black spot showed up on rose leaves, 
so after supper | whooshed all the 
bushes with a general-purpose dust 


This morning David hustled out 
to mow the grass. He says this will 
have to do for the two weeks while 
he is gone. He insists that neither 
Donald nor I must touch that new 
mower he bought back in May. 

Sad news is that I see some tell- 
tale little black spots showing up on 
leaves of roses here and yon. This 
means I failed to get out between 
showers the past few days and dust 
the roses. No dust, more rain-——and 
presto, black spot appearing in a 
few hours. So after supper tonight, 
whooshed all the bushes with gen- 
eral-purpose dust. No wind, dust 
hung in air and settled down on 
leaves—which is ideal. 


August 2 It is more blessed to 
give than to receive. When time 
came for Maggie to take home the 
woman who comes this day each 
week to help with laundry and 
cleaning, up I came from the veg- 
etable patch with a big basket. It 
was filled with sweet corn, squash, 
three kinds of cucumbers, and ripe 
tomatoes, for her. 

David is still in doubt as to 
whether he has earned enough to 
finance that trip. So to keep.me in 
good humor, he hoed weeds out of 
the old irisbeds. Then he hitched up 
the garden tractor and did a lot of 
cultivating. He was seen working 
around the roses. I was plugging 
along, too, at a little private battle 
of my own with the weeds. 


Aaguat 3 David hurried out, right 
under a broiling sun, and weeded 
the two rows of mums back in the 
vegetable garden. Then got ground 
ready for fall vegetables. Which re- 
minds me that yesterday I dug our 
onion crop. Not anything to brag 
about. I put them in flats to dry 
for a day or two in the sun. I'll 
store them in the tool shed for sev- 
eral weeks before they go tu the 
basement 


While David toiled this late p.m., 
I made an application of plant food 
to the front lawn with the little 
hopper on wheels, You see, in these 
parts, it is good lawn practice to do 
this any time from now up to early 
October. Half I put on included 
2,4-D, and the other half did not. 
I’m making an experiment to see 
if this way of weed killing will work: 


August 4 Out early enough to 
take color pics of a few more glads, 
including Queen of Hearts. Then 
got after weeds in roses, which is 4 
regular evening chore. These grow 
faster than I can hoe and pull, and 
I’m losing ground, especially with 
pursley and foxtail. That plant 
food David put around last month 
has made the weeds grow as well 
as the roses. 


August 5 Just as Maggie rang the 
supper bell, I was within three 
rhizomes of finishing the planting 
of iris for this year. I quit and fin- 
ished after supper. These are 
divisions of older clumps from 
another bed that need dividing 
and resetting. 


Set up a little table in the yard to 
take color pictures of annuals. Mag- 
gie had to help me with the arranging 


My new bed is full and I still 
have several old clumps not 
touched. ] don’t know what to do. 
There are some odd spots that 
could be beautified with iris, but 
Wd never get them weeded next 
summer. Maybe I should dig the 
rest and give them to the poor. 

David was all excited today, 
getting ready for his trip—buying 
films for camera and movie and 
some genuine levis to wear out 
West. | went with him to the bank 
and paid him generously for his 
summer’s work. He bought travel- 
er’s checks. 

After suppér his conscience 
began to bother him. Maybe he 
hadn’t done enough for all that 
money. Besidés, he doesn’t want 
Donald to mess around with the 
tractor after he is gone. So he put 
the sickle bar on the front of the 
tractor and went out to mow rag- 
weeds and such in places that can 
be reached with power. He worked 
away under the moonlight, the 
tractor snorting, until he had it all 
mowed.

My boy's not going 
to go to college

myself, but I didn’t have to plug as 
hard on books as Pete does. 

Don’t get the idea my boy is 
dumb. He has a good head and can 
think clearly when he takes time to 
do it. He’s good at tinkering, and 
he can draw. But those qualifica- 
tions don’t make him college ma- 
terial. So he and I have agreed 
not to waste his time and my mon- 
ey by sending him to college. 

The prevailing idea that every 
boy or girl should have a college 
education as a right, may be 
wrong. Personally, I go along with 
Mark Hopkins, who said while 
president of Dartmouth, “I be- 
lieve we should hold very definitely 
to the principle that higher educa- 
tion is a privilege, not a right, and 
that those to whom a higher educa- 
tion should be given are those who 
desire it, those who seek it, and 
those who crave it for the privilege 
of using it.”’ I think the Hopkins 
doctrine should be put into prac- 
tice by raising, not lowering, both 
entrance requirements and scho- 
lastic standards. Then college de- 
grees will really mean something. 


A liberal arts course should in- 
crease a man’s ability to keep on 
learning easily and accurately. But 
every day I see happy, intelligent 
men operating power shovels, 
painting houses, or managing their 
own little businesses. Their minds 
are alert, they think straight, and 
their opinions make sense. They 
didn’t go to college, but they are 
using their minds as well as most 
college graduates. 

Chat brings up a point raised by 
one of my friends: Isn’t Pete going 
to miss the intellectual stimulation 
which college supplies? Honestly, 
I can’t see that missing four years 
on some campus is going to de- 
prive Pete of anything really im- 
portant. He won’t have an “old 
school tie” or a fraternity pin to 
gather dust in later years, but he 
can do a good job of learning with- 
out them. Thousands have. 

Every first-class library offers 
suggested reading courses. Most 
school systems have adult educa- 
tion programs. Thousands of men 
and women take advantage of ex- 
tension courses and other forms of 
noncampus education. Pete prob- 
ably will too.

VW hen Pete is out in the world on 
his own, I hope he'll be able to do 
an honest day’s work and then go 
home and forget about his job until 
next morning. I often wish I 
could. And as a mechanic, instead 
of an executive or professional 
man, he shouldn’t have to devote 
as much time to keeping up with 
the Joneses—or going them one 
better. Everybody does it to some 
extent, but white-collar families 
are almost compelled to-——or so 
they think.

everybody knows of such people. 

In my own group of acquaint- 
ances, there’s a farmer with a 
master’s degree in education. 
There are a couple of lawyers who 
are also farming, a sociology major 
running a_ small-town’ general 
store, and a former advertising ex- 
ecutive who is supremely happy 
restoring furniture and running an 
antique shop. Another friend is 
working as a draftsman in prefer- 
ence to practicing as a registered 
architect. His daughter, incidental- 
ly, is studying to become a labora- 
tory technician, I also heard re- 
cently that a chap I knew in col- 
lege is an estate caretaker. Such 
men mode their own decisions. 
They found congenial jobs. 


Im not alone. I know several 
other fathers who have similar 
ideas about their children’s educa- 
tion and future. 

Bill McK., who designs process 
plant equipment, is one. His son 
left prep school to enlist early in 
the war, was discharged for a 
physical disability. The boy didn’t 
want to go back to school while 
most of his friends were in service, 
so with his father’s approval, he 
became a lathe operator. He’s 
still a machinist and likes it. 

A young engineer I know fre- 
quently tells me he wishes he had 
skipped college. He is bored to 
death with the petty headaches of 
office work for a large corporation. 
He would rather be a machinist. 
Right now he is not too worried 
whether his 6-year-old son goes to 
college or not. 

It will be interesting to see if 
we're right. At least we have sup- 
port from two distinguished Har- 
vard educators. 

Prof. Seymour Harris, in 7hv 
Market for College Graduates, pub- 
lished last fall, goes a step beyond 
Mark Hopkins’ who-should-go-to- 
college thesis. He asks “‘How many 
should go to college?” He predicis 
that within 20 years there will be 
over 10,000,000 college graduates. 
perhaps even 15,000,000. There 
are less than 5,000,000 today. In 
addition there will be 20,000,000 
more men and women who will 
have attended junior colleges. By 
1970, the professions are likely to 
be so overcrowded, and the finan- 
cial advantages of college degrees 
so low, that most parents won't 
think college is worth the cost. 


Pissedas Harris doesn’t go along 
with my idea of no college train- 
ing at all. He believes, though, 
that it’s time we told young people 
the facts about job future prospects. 
7 . no young man or woman 
should be encouraged or enticed 
into taking the kinds of advanced 
educational training which are 
going to lead to a frustrated eco- 
nomic life.” 

I don’t want Pete frustrated. I 
want him to be self-reliant and 
able to face the stark realities. I 
want him to learn that this is not a 
gentlemen's world, and that it may 
be less of one when he is grown. I 
want him ready to meet squarely 
and factually whatever may de- 
velop to affect his personal life. 

As part of his training, then, 
Pete learns to get his hands dirty. 

I believe it should be the duty of

How to fix those 


By Emil E. Brodbeck 


ee is the plague of any chair. A little of it in any 
joint throws a heavier load on other joints. These over- 
loaded connecting points weaken quickly. Before you 
know it, your chair becomes a booby trap, quite likely to 
dump someone on the floor. 

This chair plague knows no bounds, has no favorites. 
It is just as likely to attack a fine antique as an inexpensive 
kitchen chair. 

The principles of chair repair are essentially the same, 
regardless of the type of chair you wish to fix. The sketches 
here show basic methods for curing or preventing loose 
chair joints—methods easy for an inexperienced handy- 
man to apply. You can use these techniques to repair any 
wobbly chairs you may have in your home. 

You can make your job a lot easier by immediately 
hospitalizing any chair which shows signs of unsteadiness. 
Then, as you find the time, apply the repair methods 
shown here and on following pages to fix the chair so it 
will stay fixed. 


Locking points. Shaded parts of 
this chair are those which should 
be locked solidly in place. If these 
joints are tight, whole chair will be 
rigid. As described below, key 
joints which come loose are best 
locked with glued dowels, inserted 
at right angles to part being locked. 
At some points, one long dowel will 
serve to lock two joints. 


Dowel pin. Here a long, glued 
dowel is being tapped into a hole 
drilled through back-rest upright 
and leg. Dowel is notched on both 
sides. One notch, the full length of 
dowel, lets trapped air escape. The 
other, stopped short of the outer 
end, is filled with glue. Any loose 
rungs, too, should be notched be- 
fore being coated with glue and 
tapped back into place. 


Short peg. Here, a loose rung is 
being pinned to a chair leg with a 
short dowel. Nailhead is used to 
force dowc! into place. Drill hole 
the exact size needed to receive 
notched dowel, and be careful not 
to go all the way through. Let dow- 
el project slightly, round it off with 
sandpaper, and conceal it with 
paint. Or sink it below the surface 
and fill the depression with wood 
putty. If you can, though, position 
the dowels so they will be hidden. 
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wobbly chairs 


Screw pin. Loose parts can also be 
pinned in place with screws. Drill 
a hole for the screw shank, and use 
a countersink bit to set the sctew- 
-head below the surface. Cover 
screwaead with wood putty. 


Nail pin. You can also pin mem- 
bers together with a finishing nail, 
clipped short. But drill first to avoid 
splitting. Here, a crude tourniquet 
is used to hold parts together while 
glue sets. Newly glued joints should 
set for about four hours before pins 
of any type are inserted. 


Remove old glue. Before gluing a 
rung back in its hole, remove old 
glue, so the new can take hold 
Sand old glue off rung, and use a 
round file or rasp to remove it from 
the receiving hole. Try to remove 
glue without taking off any wood, 
so that you retain a tight fit. 


Notching rung. Like dowels, 
tight-fitting rungs need air and glue 
notches. Job can be done with a file 
or rasp having teeth along edges. 
Without notch, air trapped in hole 
may push out glue or keep rung 
from going all the way in. 


Loose-fitting rung. When you 
reset an old joint, don’t be sur- 
prised if you have a loose fit. Wood 
shrinkage may be to blame. Glue 
won’t hold a loose joint solidly. To 
remedy, coat rung with glue, wind 
on a layer of silk thread, then ap- 
ply more glue, and tap the rung 
into place. This should give you 
the tight fit that is needed.

Special fasteners. Metal fasten- 
ers like these may also be used to 
hold loose rungs. File one side of 
rung end flat to make room for 
fastener. Tap it on; coat rung end 
with glue; drive into receiving hole. 
Always use a block of wood be- 
tween your hammer and the part 
of the chair being tapped. 


Broken rung. If you have access 
to a wood-turning lathe, you can 
replace a broken rung with one 
that matches the original. If not, 
even an unmatched straight dowel 
will return chair to serviceable 
condition. If stub of old rung is in 
receiving hole, drill it out as 
sketched. Use a bit that won’t en- 
large hole, and be careful not to 
break through outside surface. 


Split leg. Sometimes the top of a 
chair leg will split. Instead of re- 
placing the whole leg, smooth 
splintered end with sandpaper, 
coat with glue, and replace in re- 
ceiving hole. Then replace split-off 
part with a glued wedge cut from a 
dowel. Hammer wedge into place 
and trim off excess. If the repair 
shows, round out leg with wood 
putty before repainting it. 


Slat-back chair. Slat joints can 
be pinned with screws. Drive screw 
from the back, out of sight, and use 
one that will catch the slat but 
won’t break through front surface. 
Countersink screwhead and hide 
with wood putty. 


Angle irons. With flat-surfaced, 
board-type chairs, you often can 
reinforce a loose joint with a hid- 
den angle iron. Choose an angle 
iron with two screw holes in each 
arm for greater rigidity. An ice 
pick may be used to make accurate 
starter holes for small screws.

Fix those wobbly chairs Coninned 
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Utility chairs. Chairs that are too 
marred for general use often see 
additional service in workshop or 
laundry. If appearance is unimpor- 
tant, you can strengthen such 
chairs effectively with wire and a 
turnbuckle. Set screw eyes in legs 
above rungs. Loosen turnbuckle, 
attach it to screw eyes with lengths 
of galvanized wire, and then re- 
tighten the turnbuckle. 


Split seat. Loose rungs and legs, 
if neglected, may produce a split 
seat. If split is straight, along ac- 
tual joint, sand away old glue, re- 
glue, and clamp. A ragged split is 
more difficult. Start by holding 
pieces together and drawing three 
lines across crack. Measure half- 
inch in from crack and mark across 
each line. These lines locate dow- 
els. With try square and lines as a 
guide, make starter holes midway 
in seat’s thickness. 


Drill for dowels. At the points 
marked, drill receiving holes for 
dowels, keeping bit vertical. You 
may have to remove chair’s legs, 
which are probably loose anyway. 
Use scrap board to spread parts of 
chair seat apart so edge of split is 
accessible for drilling. 


Insert dowels, then glue. If you 
have trouble lining up dowel holes 
perfectly, drill holes twice dowel 
size on one side. Then fill enlarged 
holes with wood putty. Apply glue 
to dowels and edges of split, insert 
dowels, press sections of seat to- 
gether, and clamp rigidly while 
glue sets and putty hardens. 


Plywood panel. For an addition- 
al support, you can cover the bot- 
tom of the split seat with a panel of 
thin plywood, glued and screwed 
in place. Cut the panel at least one 
inch smaller all around than the 
seat, and it won't be visible. To 
complete the repair, check surface 
of the seat, fill any cracks with 
wood putty, and then repaint.

horizontal joints are raked so there 
are four strong shadow bands run- 
ning around the house. This hori- 
zontal feeling is further emphasized 
by the use of clapboard at gable 
ends, and by doubling every fifth 
course of the wood shingle roof for 
strong shadow lines. 

Thus, at relatively little extra 
cost, the house gains architectural 
distinction. 

On inside walls, barren ex- 
panses of plaster are broken by 
good use of plywood paneling, 
and by a fireplace wall built en- 
tirely of brick. 


> 
This amount of smooth brick 
costs more than plaster. But it adds 
an important illusion of greater 
length to the living room. It also 
provides contrast in color and tex- 
ture that makes up for added cost 
in increased value. 

The plywood paneling on the 
front wall of the living room re- 
duces glare from the large windows 
opposite, and sets off the passage- 
way to the front door. But it was 
not costly; it is nothing more than 
squares of thin plywood, ripped 
from standard 4x8 sheets and 
nailed up with a narrow space be- 
tween squares to keep grain pat- 
terns from clashing 

The slightly projecting bay win- 
dow, flanked by block piers out- 
side, is another extra that could 
have been left out. But without this 
pleasant, well-detailed bay, the ap- 
pearance of the exterior of Five 
Star No. 2008 would have been 
quite ordinary. 

Often the extras that catch your 
eye cost no more than conventional 
construction. Sometimes they cost

less. That is true of the high ceiling 
of the living room that follows the 
roof slope. A standard horizontal 
ceiling would have been substan- 
tially more expensive. 


| Pe the lowered ceiling 
and light trough that delineate the 
hallway cost less than a plastered 
partition between living room and 
hall. And a partition there would 
have wasted space and destroyed 
the feeling of openness. The low 
storage wall between kitchen and 
dining area is another extra fea- 
ture that adds nothing to the cost 
of the house. 

The dining space in this house is! 
off the living room, where it can be 
used for overflow guests or for an 
extra table of bridge without split- 
ting the crowd into two groups. 
But it is also a part of the kitchen, 
making serving and cleaning up 
easy. This is intelligent use of 
space to keep it working full time. 
It removes the need for eating 
space in the kitchen proper, and it 
cuts out at least 50 square feet of 
costly single-purpose space else- 
where in the house. 


Au other space—in living room, 
bathroom, both bedrooms, garage, 
and basement—is planned for 
maximum utility. Yet increased 
utility does not bring an increase in 
size. Plenty of windows and well- 
planned details make the rooms 
seem larger than they are. 
Basement space, as well planned 
as the rest of the house, includes a 
general storage room under the 
living room, a laundry under the 
kitchen, and a small vegetable and 
fruit room. [ Continued on next page
